REMARKS 

Japanese Patent Application Laid-open No. 07-283936 discloses a method for 
detecting a specific image, in which an input image is divided into multiple blocks to 
perform a character extraction process in unit of block. However, Japanese Patent 
Application Laid-open No. 07-283936 fails to disclose a characteristic element of the 
claimed invention, that is, "dividing means for dividing the image into a plurality of blocks 
based upon a size of a characteristic portion of a copy-prohibited image for testing by said 
determination means such that each block is an integral number of tiles." 

It is respectfully requested that the cited information be considered by the 
Examiner, that the next official communication indicate that such information has been 
considered, and that the Examiner initial the enclosed Form PTO-1449 indicating that the 
information listed thereon has been considered.
